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PAWN STAR 

With the hit reality TV series Posh Pawn hack on our 
screens, James Constantinou tells us the tales behind 
Richmond’s hidden treasures

A few weeks ago, I spent an 

afternoon learning the ways of 
pawn. Think jewellery, cars, 
diamonds, artwork, wine, you 
name it and a pawnbroker will most 
probably take it into their safe hands. 
What was the biggest lesson taken away 
from the day? Well, apparently the 
poshest of pawn is found in our very 
own Richmond, according to James 
Constantinou, star of the hit Channel 4 
show Posh Pawn as I walk into his 
Hatton Garden store. 

It’s clear, however, that Constantinou 
does not take in any old thing to his 
pawnbroking business Prestige, and 
much like Richmond itself, everything in 
his business is focused around quality, 
history, value and luxury. It is this that 
set him apart from the masses and what 
helped the pilot of his TV show break 
viewing figure records. 

As someone who knows little about 
the career of pawnbroking, I couldn’t 
help but wonder how he came to be 
taking in the rich stock of Richmond. 
Constantinou, at one point, thought 
exactly the same. ‘My background is 
property development, but then there 
was the crash and the markets tumbled,’ 
he explains. ‘I was thinking how terrible 
a time it was to be in business and to 
need some money. It seemed to me that 
there was a need for a service that would 
lend money that was secured against 
assets, but I didn’t know what vehicle to 
use to do that. Pawnbroking sprang to 
mind, but the sector was very stale - it 
was boring and there was no excitement 
or luxury marketing and it was often 
reserved for poorer areas. That was how 
the idea was bom.’ Constantinou 
stumbled across a little shop in 
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interview

Weybridge, Surrey, and having been 
shown around found that there was a big 
safe at the back. ‘The agent explained 
that it was a safe from the 80 s last crash 
and that it was, in fact, a pawnbrokers,’ 
says Constantinou. ‘They focused on 
unusual stuff like cars 
and did so well that 
they eventually turned 
into a mini bank. So 
that was it for me, I 
was sold on the idea 
and Prestige was 
bom.’ Now, Constantinou has four stores 
across the UK and a particularly 
successful one in Richmond, which stars 
heavily in the new series of Posh Pawn. 

This might be because it’s a store that 
seems to attract the strangest of items 
too. ‘Richmond was the store that we 


had the whale vomit in. I didn’t even 
know that whales vomited, let alone that 
it fossilised and people kept it. 
Apparently, however, it is also worth a 
small fortune. Some of the most 
incredible assets have been wine 

collections that are 
worth millions of 
pounds. People will 
love this one... we’ve 
got a piece of Lady 
Diana’s wedding cake 
at the moment.’ 

Traditionally, a pawnbroker would be 
in a less well-heeled location, but now 
Constantinou is showing that it works to 
have them in richer areas where a lot of 
the assets actually are. Having marketed 
Prestige at the high end of the spectrum 
- think more helicopters than gold chains

- the Channel 4 show, based around a 
day in the life of the store, has started to 
change perceptions of the business 
nationwide. ‘The show has shown that 
we are taking it to another dimension, 
and it’s done the industry a world of 
good. I didn’t set out to make everybody 
else money, but I like that it has 
happened and that I’ve changed the face 
of the industry,’ he says. ‘For this series 
of the show, there’s always something 
wacky going on, so expect the 
unexpected. We like to mix it up a little 
bit for viewers.’ 

Constantinou is also passionate about 
the fact that other people can have the 
success that he found in an unexpected 
place. ‘There are rarely great 
opportunities in a stagnant market, but 
there is a lot of uncertainty in the market 
at the moment so it’s a great time to drill 
into a niche,’ he says. ‘Find something 
with a low level of direct competitors, 
but enough of an interest in the market. 
This is a good example of that working, 
so get thinking!’

NEW for 
OLD OAK 

A new town centre is coming to Old Oak 
Common. We look at the proposals - and 
what’s happening in neighbouring Acton

I t’s being billed as the ‘Canary Wharf 
of the west’. Now, with the Mayor of 
London Sadiq Khan having just 
green-lighted the first housing 
development, the proposed £10 billion 
development of Old Oak and Park Royal 
is set to turn a vast swathe of industrial 
land into a thriving new part of London. 

‘Old Oak and Park Royal is one of the 
most important regeneration projects in 
London with scope to deliver tens of 
thousands of new homes and jobs,’ says 
Deputy Mayor for Housing, James 
Murray. The 650-acre site straddles three 
boroughs - Hammersmith & Fulham, 
Ealing and Brent - and has the potential 
to deliver 25,500 new homes and 65,000 
jobs over the next 30-40 years. 


An apartment block of up to 45 
storeys is at the heart of the £5 billion 
proposal for the Cargiant site, which is 
being redeveloped on the 46 acres of Old 
Oak Park currently owned by the used 
car dealer. If it wins consent from the 
Mayor’s Old Oak and Park Royal 
Development Corporation, the tower will 
be one of London’s tallest residential 
buildings - and the tallest in west 
London. New schools and parks are also 
promised, with historic buildings 
including retained for posterity. 

‘Cargiant has been based in Old Oak 
Common since 1985, employing over 
800 people and supporting the local 
economy,’ says Tony Mendes, Managing 
Director of Cargiant. ‘It’s so important to

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me that in planning for the future of our 
land, we respond to what is important to 
the communities around us - like 
retaining the 40s Rolls Royce building 
and making a more beautiful and safer 
environment around the canal.’ 

Plans also include a new cultural 
quarter, aiming to attract international 
visitors. Strong rumour has it that the 
Science Museum will establish a new 
building at the centre, which would place 
the area firmly on London’s cultural 
map. The Cargiant plans also promise a 
200m viaduct and a Central Square 
complete with markets and activity space 
at the heart of the canal-side ‘new town’. 

Two more towers of 30 storeys and 
eight of between 20 and 30 storeys have 
also been proposed, which will create 
one of Europe’s biggest transport hubs 
by 2026, with stations for HS2, Crossrail 
and Underground and Overground. 

The approved plans for the first major 
housing development at the Old Oak 
regeneration site will see 605 new homes 
built - with a target of 50% affordable 
housing agreed with City Hall - together 
with a nursery, and health centre. 
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community, with new developments 
springing up around its period properties. 

It’s home to a thriving nightlife scene, 
with The Puzzle Bar and The George and 
Dragon on the High Street among the 
favourites. For those who want carry the 
night beyond pub last orders, there’s the 
Redback Tavern, popular with the area’s 
large Antipodean community, for dancing 
into the small hours. 

For more sober pasttimes, there’s the 
lovely Gunnersbury Park, which houses a 
museum in the one-time residence of the 
Rothschild family. There’s also the pretty 
Acton Park, home to a cafe, tennis courts, 
playgrounds and even a bowling green. 

Acton Market takes place on Crown 
Street every Friday to Sunday. Head there 
to pick up everything from fruit and veg to 
local artwork. Churchfield Road is home to 
some fine independent shops including the 
great English Butchers and Park and 
Bridge, a wonderful wine shop specialising 
in organic and biodynamic vino. 

On the property front, Twyford Avenue 
- one of the priciest in the area - boasts 
large Edwardian houses ideal for young 
families, while the ‘poets roads’ 
(Shakespeare, Chaucer, Cowper, Milton 
and Goldsmiths) have a village-like feel. 

Young professionals and families are 
attracted to the friendly streets of Acton, 
its relatively affordable house prices and 
good schools. The children now attending 
those schools will be long into adulthood 
by the time the plans for Old Oak 
Common come to fruition. Having seen a 
new slice of London emerge from the 
ashes of the industrial city in their 
lifetime, they’ll have some tales to tell...

‘The development marks a significant 
step in realising the huge potential of this 
part of the capital,’ says the Mayor. ‘The 
scale and ambition for this development 
shows London is very much open for 
business. Despite the uncertainty caused 
by the UK’s vote to leave the EU, it 
remains clear that developers and 
investors see long-term potential in our 
city. I am pleased that we have been able 
to increase the proportion of genuinely 
affordable homes as part of our ongoing 
efforts to fix the capital’s housing crisis.’ 

Khan is also keen to ensure the 
development is fully integrated with 
existing neighbourhoods, including Acton 
Town. Once known as Soapsud Island 
thanks to the soft local water that made it 
the laundry-centre of Victorian London, 
the area is home to a cosmopolitan

PLANS 

Jo Hamilton has designed some of the most affluent 
properties in London as well as appearing on television, 
so what are her favourite grand designs?

F rom a young age, Jo Hamilton 
always thought she would be an 
artist and dreamed of creating big 
canvasses. But things don’t 
always turn out the way you thought as a 
child. Instead, Hamilton turned her 
creative passions into using a canvas 
much bigger than those she initially 
dreamt of: today, she is a renowned high- 
end interior designer whose love of art 
transformed into a career she loves. 

‘I fell into interior design by accident. 
My big love is art and painting, so I 
always thought I’d be painting canvasses 
in my spare time,’ says Hamilton. ‘But 
when you have to start earning money, 
my motivation became focused upon 
something that could be a good career, 
but that I could challenge myself 
creatively in everyday. I chose interior 
design because of this. Being able to 
indulge your creativity is a wonderful 
privilege - especially when you get to do 
it as your work every day.’ 

It’s important to Hamilton that this art 
foundation is still integral to her work. 
‘Every home is like a blank canvas, as 
you’re starting afresh with a different 
challenge every time,’ she explains. 
‘You’re working with completely 
different people from one moment to the 
next, and different buildings too. You can 
build a wonderful story and paint a 
fabulous picture for each one. It is very 
similar to developing a canvas from 
scratch each time.’ 

As an ambassador for Grand Designs , 
Hamilton has worked extensively with 
Kevin McCloud and George Clark, 



though she is very humble about this 
career achievement. ‘I do public 
speaking while working on the Grand 
Designs Live shows,’ she explains. ‘I’ve 
been approached by the BBC to put 
together a pilot for my own show, which 
was a surprise and very exciting!’ 

Which leads us onto her recent 
achievement of being asked to be a judge 
for the prestigious WhatHouse? Awards. 
Another passion of Hamilton’s is helping 
those who are starting small - just like 
she did. ‘I used to go to the awards when 
I was nominated in the early days of my 
career, and I have always held great 
respect for it,’ she says. ‘It really helps 
people and has a lot to offer the industry. 


It brings people into the limelight that 
wouldn’t get there otherwise. It’s an 
honour to be asked and I jumped at it, 
because I’ve seen the other side of it.’ 

Hamilton tells me that one of her 
favourite hangouts in west London is in 
Chiswick at High Road House and she 
feels it exemplifies a great example of 
good interior design. ‘It’s a lovely 
relaxed vibe, mixed and matched 
furniture with lots of different textures,’ 
she says. ‘It’s easy to spend the day there 
and I think that’s the secret of good 
interior design - feeling at home in an 
environment that wasn’t designed 
specifically for you, it’s really clever. I 
absolutely love Chiswick, it has a lovely 
villagey feel and is very friendly.’ 

Having worked extensively across 
west London, particularly in Richmond, 
she tells me how she loves the sheer 
scope that the properties and architecture 
there offer her. ‘The scale of the 
properties suddenly just open up to have 
huge architectural details and they are so 
varied,’ she says. ‘Not only do you get 
the property, but you get to look at the 
plot as a whole and I’m a big fan of the 
garden being brought in to become an 
extended living space. I love working 
with landscape gardeners and in 
Richmond you really get to use the 
outside space.’ 

The passion that Hamilton exudes is 
hard to ignore, and I could talk to her for 
hours about interior design. She’s proof 
that some dreams do indeed come true.

OF VIEW 

When Walter Veins and his family bought their 
dated Chiswick home, they embarked on a 
transformation to bring it into the 21st century

W alter Veirs and his family 
had found themselves 
outgrowing their Victorian 
terrace in Chiswick, but 
they still wanted to stay in the area so 
they started looking for the perfect 
forever home, one which they may never 
have to leave. Having found themselves 
a new house, they drafted in the 
expertise of Holloways of Ludlow to 
open up the space and renovate the home 
from top to bottom. 

‘We found a property where the 
previous owners had lived there for 40 
years and hadn’t done anything to it 
since the 80 s - it was simply very well 
loved. But with two small children, we 
were looking to modernise so that it was 
in line with our needs for family life,’ 
explains Veirs. ‘We were desperate to 
open up the rear of the house and change 
the outlook onto the back garden.’ 

They quickly realised that the biggest 
challenge was going to be creating the 
expanse of space that they so badly 
wanted at the rear of the house, without 
impinging at all on the neighbours and 
all the while working with a particularly 


awkward shaped plot. Luckily for the 
Veirs family, architect and designer for 
Holloways of Ludlow, Martin Smith, 
was on hand to help them out. 

‘We were renovating the whole house, 
and our clients hadn’t moved in yet so 
they wanted that element of a holistic 
design and build,’ explains Smith. ‘It had 
an awkward conservatory addition at the 
back made out of corrugated plastic - so 
it needed a full renovation. 

‘The main thing was to redesign the 
extension,’ he continues. ‘The loft was 
already converted with some dormers 
added into the roof space but, again, they 
weren’t designed with maximizing the 
space so there was an initial desire to 
have a look at the space there and 
develop it better. With that in mind, we 
went into a process of focusing on the 
internal layouts and designs to ensure 
that we had open plan in mind. We 
ended up putting the master bedroom 
into the loft and re-jigging the layout a 
little bit - everything was arranged with 
a family viewpoint at the centre. It was a 
focused design process, and was made 
very personal to the clients.’ 
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the moment you walk in the front door, 
is by far his favourite part of the home. 

‘It has a very harmonious and connected 
feeling,’ he says. 

The other harmonious feeling comes 
from the fact that they’ve managed their 
dream of a forever home in Chiswick. 
‘With two small children at school, 
Chiswick has a bit of everything that we 
need. My wife and I also work here in 
Chiswick, so we can actually both walk 
to work together - which is such a 
blessing in London,’ he says. ‘But we are 
so close to the city too, as well as the 
parks, green spaces and proximity to the 
river. It means that we have such a 
choice of activities both around home 
and away from the property. We feel 
perfectly connected here, and we love 
that feeling.’

Smith tells me how the completed 
house is a balance of client and designer 
requirements. ‘Some clients are strongly 
opinionated, whereas we could tell 
immediately that the Veirs were a very 
relaxed couple that wanted a nice, fresh 
space that is reasonably modem and 
functional,’ says Smith. ‘It was never 
going to be a glass-box addition with 
state of the art mod- 
cons, but it also 
wasn’t going to be 
traditional either. 

It was all about 
finding the balance.’ 

The project turned 
out to be quite a long 
one, with around an eight month project 
on site as there was a lot of work across 
the property and the rear renovation was 
particularly complicated. As both Smith 
and the Veirs tell me, the biggest 
challenge was the shape of the plot, as 
the garden rotated 30 degrees from the 
house and twisted to one side. ‘We really 
wanted to make sure that the windows 


and doors came straight out 
to the garden and were not 
angled toward the fence,’ 
says Veirs. This meant that it was 
important to angle the side wall of the 
extension toward the garden, but make 
sure that it didn’t look too angled in 
relation to the rest of the house. 

‘We used the vaulted ceiling and the 
pointed shape at the 
back to maximise the 
space inside, but 
minimise where the 
walls sat in relation to 
the boundaries. It 
worked out really 
well,’ explains Smith. 
‘There is a sense of openness and light 
that really grabs you. That’s my favourite 
element of the design - it’s the key space 
for them now. It’s not actually a huge 
space, although it does look like it.’ 

Veirs tells me that the way the back of 
the property gets the natural light, and 
the way in which it’s focused toward the 
garden to give a uniform feeling from

Art on a plate? Look around you more like 


O ne glance at the great Formaldehyde-filled 
tank, which dominates the centre of the 
room, and there’s no doubting what 
Tramshed serves up for lunch. Because 
standing inside is a whole cow, pickled but proud. On 
its back perches a cockerel, forever suspended in mid 
doodle-do. It’s a Damien Hirst original, created by the 
artist for his old mate, restaurateur Mark Hix. And a 
fitting artwork for a place that serves up roast chicken, 
delivered to the table whole, legs aloft. And steak, 
damned good dry aged steak. 

Hix has long been involved in the London 
contemporary art scene, hosting many a riotous gallery 
after-party at The Rivington, in 
Shoreditch, in the early Noughties. 

‘I’ve lived east for over 20 years,’ he 
tells me over a Hix Fix, ‘so became 
friends with that whole YBA bunch. 

And as I opened more restaurants, I 
commissioned pieces from them.’ 

So you’ll spot a Tim Noble and Sue 
Webster neon at Hix Oyster and 
Chophouse, while mobiles hang 
from the ceiling at Hix Soho, created 
by the likes of Antony Gormley and 
Michael Craig-Martin. Even the 
house wine, Tonix, has a label drawn 
by Tracey Emin. 

This collaboration between 
restaurant and artist is 
nothing new. La Colombe 
d’Or, in Provence, has the 
most astounding collection, 
including works by 
Picasso, Matisse, Miro and 
Braque. The Roux family 
offered food and 
accommodation in 
exchange for art. Peter 
Langan, that legendarily 
bibulous bon vivieur, was 
another great patron of the 


hungry dauber. He started encouraging them to ‘eat 
their work’ at Odins in Devonshire Street, where 
Patrick Proctor provided watercolours in exchange for 
grub. Langan’s Brasserie, opened in 1976 , had walls 
hung with Hockney, Freud and Bacon. High art, if not 
quite haute cuisine. 

Decades before that, over at Tate Britain, Rex 
Whistler was commissioned to paint a mural, ‘The 
Expedition in Pursuit of Rare Meats’, to adorn the 
walls of its restaurant. Completed in 1927 , and devised 
in collaboration with the novelist Edith Wharton, it 
tells the story of seven folk in search of gastronomic 
succour. Along the way they encounter truffle dogs, 
unicorns and two monstrous 
gluttons, guarding the mouth of a 
cave. It’s still there, in one of the 
best looking dining rooms in 
London. The wine list is pretty 
spectacular too. For more gourmet 
galleries, check out the ever-reliable 
Peyton and Byrne, be it The 
National Dining Rooms (National 
Gallery), The Keeper’s House and 
RA Grand Cafe (Royal Academy) 
or The Wallace. 

The Dean Street Townhouse, in 
Soho, is filled with works by 
Tracey Emin, Mat Collishaw and 
Peter Blake, as well as a whole raft 
of emerging British artists. 
While Scott’s, in Mayfair, 
owns works by Michael 
Landy and Gary Hume. 
There may be no such 
thing as a free lunch, but 
as a sign on the door of La 
Colombe d’Or once read, 
‘lei on loge a cheval, a 
pied ou en peinture.’ Or, 
‘Here we lodge those on 
foot, horseback or 
with paintings.’ 
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PLAYING 
the GAME 

The glorious game season is well underway across Britain, and it’s 
certainly not just reservedfor the most rural areas

I n the words of Oliver Twist (well, 
nearly...), it’s time to embrace 
game, glorious game - and we’re 
anxious to try it. London has 
branched out and the use of game on 
restaurant menus is becoming a feature 
in the city, instead of remaining firmly in 
the countryside. It seems that the locals 
are getting curious, which is why 
Richmond’s The Bingham has decided to 
fully embrace the game season and run a 
menu specially dedicated to it. 

Dedicated city types have woken up to 
flavoursome grouse and game dishes and 
are experimenting with the birds 
themselves too. Butchers such as Macken 
Bros and Wyndhams are getting the birds 
delivered from some of the best game

reserves in Yorkshire and the Highlands. 

But nowhere is embracing it quite like 
The Bingham, who have introduced the 
Game On menu in order to truly celebrate 
the traditional season. Head Chef Andy 
Cole has, this year, maintained the two 
rosettes awarded when his predecessor 
Chez Cooper headed the kitchen, so The 
Bingham’s quality is undoubted. He 
works with an exceptionally small team, 
but this doesn’t faze him and Cole steps 
up to the challenge of pushing the 
boundaries of cuisine in the area. 

It was, in fact, his idea to 
introduce the game menu. And for 
someone who doesn’t spend the whole 
season each year ordinarily working with 
this seasonal produce, it’s no small feat 
that’s for sure. As someone who has 
spent my entire childhood growing up in 
the Yorkshire Dales, beating on the 
moors each summer for grouse season 
and working in a restaurant proud to 
produce only local game ingredients, I 
know the hard work that goes into 
learning how to treat, pluck and make 
the most of the rich meat. The 
enthusiasm that Cole has for showcasing 
this ingredient and experimenting with 
the menu leaves me somewhat impressed 
- he’s brave, that goes without saying. 

The idea behind the new menu is to 
bring in an ingredient that a lot of places 
in London don’t use. ‘We’re not very far 
from the countryside here, it’s good to be > 
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Sweetpea 8 Willow*

surprise that it is taking off and 
restaurants such as The Ledbury in 
Notting Hill have game flying off the 
plates. ‘It’s all about trying to be a little 
bit different, so I’m very lucky to work 
with Cole as he’s so passionate and 
creative,’ says The Bingham’s manager 
Erick Kervaon. ‘He’s so progress driven, 
and I thought it would be a great idea. 
We’re a boutique hotel, so it should 
complement this really well.’ There’s 
only one thing for it: game on...

in a situation where you have the country 
and the city so this game menu sums up 
our location and our ethos of best of both 
worlds,’ Cole says. ‘At the moment 
we’re using wood pigeon with a thin 
slice of black pudding 
and toasted barley, so 
it’s a little bit spicy 
and the toasted barley 
gives it a warming 
nutty taste too.’ 

They are also going 
to do grouse, with a 
French toast and some game chips for 
something a little bit different, all sourced 
from North Yorkshire. Cole has been 
playing around with the idea of beak to 
claw, which is a technique with game that 
is becoming more popular due to its 
sustainability factors and its position at 
the top of many high-profile London 
restaurants’ menus. 

What does he think regular diners at 


The Bingham will think of the new 
menu? ‘I think the reaction will be a bit 
hit and miss if I’m honest, with a lot of 
people wary of it at the beginning. There 
will also be people that will be intrigued 
by it, but a lot of 
people around here 
screw their nose up at 
the thought of pigeon,’ 
says Cole. 

‘We want people to 
start trying it, so that’s 
what we are trying to 
encourage. I never really came across it 
until I started working here, and when we 
did sell it, it would often just sit there and 
we’d end up always eating game for 
lunch in the kitchen! But there has been a 
bit of a shift, and we’re hoping with a bit 
of word of mouth, this will get around.’ 

People are experimenting with 
ingredients across the board, such as wild 
boar and venison, so it’s perhaps no

is a lot of bending, crouching and 
movements that need good form to do 
them safely and stay strong.’

History, gastronomy and a bit of the 
famous Irish blarney make Dublin a 
must-visit destination

first visited Dublin when I was 22 
and, like everyone at that age, got 
lost in a sea of historic pubs with 
endless pints of Guinness lined up at 
the bar. Back then everything seemed 
fun, but the city felt grimy and a bit run 
down. Fast forward two decades and I 
hardly recognise it. Buoyed up by its 
young, energetic residents and an endless 
stream of visitors up for the Craic, 

Dublin has become one of Europe’s 
coolest cities. 

Whether you’re on a return trip or a 
first timer, it pays to stay in the city centre 
where the main attractions like Grafton 
Street and Trinity College are within 
walking distance. Arriving quickly from 
London on an Aer Lingus flight, we 
checked in at The Merrion, a beautifully 
appointed gem of a Georgian hotel, set 
over four 18 th century townhouses, on 
elegant Upper Merrion Street. For a city 
centre hotel, the rooms are large with 
super comfy beds plus the added attraction 
of two amazing on site restaurants - the 
Michelin starred Restaurant Patrick 
Guilband or the less formal, but equally 


good, Cellar Restaurant, where we dined 
on melt-in-the-mouth Irish lamb on our 
first night there. 

Even if, like us, you’re only there for 
a couple of days, you’ll find Dublin easy 
to navigate. The cobble-stoned streets of 
famous Temple Bar are a good start with 
great pubs like the Long Hall and Palace 
Bar. You’ll also be able to catch a boat 
here, which will take you down the 
Liffey, but savvy visitors are now 
heading to the city’s cool new design and 
dining district around William and Drury 
Streets. Here you’ll find some great little 
interior shops like Industry and The Irish 
Design Shop, not dissimilar to those 
found in Stockholm and Copenhagen, 
plus some great bars where it’s easy to 
rub shoulders with Dublin’s fashionable 
new inhabitants. 

However, if it’s gritty authenticity 
you’re after, don’t miss a trip to the world 
famous Guinness Storehouse. Inside this 
imposing Victorian building you’ll get to 
see how the drink is made before stopping 
off at the end of the tour at the rooftop 
Gravity Bar for a glass of ‘black velvet’. 


Back in the city centre we copied the 
locals and had dinner early at Coppinger 
Row, a great little restaurant just off 
south William Street. Like many places 
in Dublin, they offer great set menus at 
very reasonable prices if you eat between 
5 - 7 pm. Judging by the busy dining room, 
full of locals, we knew we were on to a 
good thing. 

While my 22 -year-old self would 
have stayed up partying all night, after 
dinner I sensibly steered my partner back 
to the Merrion so we could end our trip 
in the atmospheric 18 th century Cellar 
Bar. Two Jamesons down, we were 
already planning our return trip to this 
magical city...

How a creative curriculum is key to 
developing lifelong learners

W e all know that children 

learn more effectively when 
they enjoy the learning 
process and understand the 
relevance of a subject to their life. The 
ability to provide context to the world 
around us is a key part of any child’s 
development and an essential one to 
underpin their engagement in education. 
Of course, each student leams in a 
different way, but the importance of 
building contextual and creative learning 
has been shown to generate a deeper 
understanding of a subject, build new 
connections and encourage children to 
think independently - essential skills for 
developing happy, confident learners. 

Experts agree that providing context 
for a topic or subject is the best way to 
bring a subject to life. As Sir Ken 
Robinson passionately argued: ‘Learning 
happens in the minds and souls, not in 
the databases of multiple-choice tests.’ 

It is far harder to learn new information 
when you cannot see the need or 
purpose. Context provides relevance, 


thus ensuring that students are 
absorbing, helping them learn (and 
remember) something more easily. This 
form of applied learning is used often in 
Science, Technology, Engineering and 
Maths (STEM), but can easily be 
applied across the curriculum. When a 
child struggles to grasp a particularly 
difficult concept, placing it in context can 
make it easier to learn and understand the 
motivation for learning it. 


We want to create lifelong learners in 
children who are ready to leam and be 
open to ideas throughout both their school 
and adult careers. Creative curriculums 
that provide context and bring learning to 
life help to ignite a student’s passion and 
curiosity for learning without focusing 
solely on the need to pass an exam. 
Building in context and creativity into the 
curriculum helps to associate learning 
positively with inquisition. 

The great joy of creative tutoring is that 
it helps young people leam in ways that 
are fun and fruitful. The great outdoors - 
whatever the weather - can provide you 
with an easy (and inexpensive) way of 
introducing new creative experiences to 
your children’s learning. Studies show that 
new experiences are a vital part of any 
child’s learning process and outdoor 
learning provides the ideal platform to 
incorporate the creativity that will engage 
your child in more ways than one. 

A growing recognition of the many 
complicated challenges which students 
will face after school is a further driving 
force behind the need for a more creative 
curriculum. Contextual creative learning 
places a strong emphasis on problem 
solving and lateral thinking - invaluable 
skills for life beyond school. Creative 
learning encourages the development of 
so-called ‘soft’ skills like empathy, team 
work, initiative and tenacity that 
employers look for. Creative curriculums 
can extend far beyond what is typically 
associated with learning and fuel the idea 
of a lifelong learner by enhancing skills 
that can be used even after a child’s 
educational career has finished.

IS KEY 

Founder and CEO of School Food Matters, 
Stephanie Wood, explains why children need to 
know where their food really comes from

T he Schools to Market campaign, 
launched four years ago under 
the umbrella initiative School 
Food Matters, aims to educate 
children on healthy eating by involving 
them in the process of growing and 
making vegetables. Shocked by the 
worrying conversations she was having 
with educators, such as teachers telling 
her that their pupils ‘didn’t know what 
an onion looked like’, founder and CEO 
of School Food Matters, Stephanie 
Wood, knew that something urgent had 
to be done to reconnect primary school 
children with the process of how a 
vegetable goes from being a seed to 


sitting on the supermarket shelves. 

‘In partnership with Whole Foods, we 
have expanded this idea into a huge 
programme across all their stores, with 36 
schools also in participation,’ she says 
proudly. ‘We want children to understand 
where their food comes from. It became 
apparent that a lot of them didn’t from very 
early on. A lot of children don’t get to see 
raw ingredients or food prepared at home, 
so there is a real disconnect between what 
they eat and where it comes from.’ 

Making it their quest to instil the 
process behind food into children, and to 
get them excited about it, Wood and the 
rest of the Schools to Market team 


started running interactive programmes 
whereby the children grew their own 
ingredients before making chutneys, as 
they are a less sugary alternative to jams, 
thus reinforcing Public Health England’s 
sugar warnings. ‘If a child can 
understand what actually makes up a 
nutritious meal, just the bare basics, it 
changes their whole outlook,’ Wood 
explains. ‘We operate on the quote, “just 
eat food, not too much and mostly 
plants”. If we all followed that advice, 
we would be a lot healthier. ’ 

Compelled and driven by the UK’s 
current health climate, where a large 
percentage of the population are 
suffering from an explosion of obesity 
related illnesses, Wood wants to ‘ignite a 
spark within children’ so that the next 
generation can turn over a new leaf. If 
children are intrigued about food and 
vegetables, they will want to learn about 
them, which is how Wood catches their 
attention in the first place. 

‘We are pushing a health message, but

there is an element of 
fun to it too 

there is an element of fun to it,’ she says. 
‘There are so many things that can be 
taught through a school garden, such as 
provenance. It’s a very direct and 
tangible way of teaching children about 
healthy food.’ 

Thinking of the sudden rapid growth 
in the popularity of veganism, gluten 
free, diary free and meet free diets, Wood 
says that they are not things that they 
advocate or focus on, stating that 
‘everything in moderation is key’. She 
says: ‘Meat in small amounts is a good 
thing. At School Food Matters we talk a 
lot about sustainability and when it 
comes to meat, we would always say that 
less, but better quality, is the way to go. 
You have to think about how animals are 
reared and what sorts of things are being 
pumped into them, such as antibiotics. 
Sceptics say that the price of good 
quality meat is not affordable, but if you 
eat less of it, you can afford the better 
quality cuts.’ Hopefully, in the not too 
distant future, we will be having very 
different conversations with our children 
when it comes to food.

Breaking down the latest figures from the Land Registry 


L ondon’s average house price is 
12.7% higher than one year ago 
according to the Land Registry’s 
latest figures (June 15 - June 16). 
During this period of continued strong 
growth in Greater London, the most 
expensive central London borough, 
Kensington & Chelsea, recorded an 
average price decrease of -6.2%. 

The following graph shows the 
difference between Kensington & 
Chelsea’s recent performance and 
London as a whole, measured by the 
annual percentage change in values: 



This recent trend may raise concern 
among some buyers and sellers at the 
top end of the market, however it may 
well be a temporary adjustment to a 
borough that steadily outperformed 
the lower value markets in previous 
years. When comparing growth since 
the start of the financial crisis in late 
2007, price changes remain fairly 
typical with those of London as a 
whole, as seen in the graph to the 
right. Even over the last 20 years 
from 1995 the proportional average 
price rise between Kensington & 
Chelsea and London has not been 
significantly different.

Value added? 

These recent trends highlight the 
continued slowdown in the higher value 
markets primarily in response to the 
Stamp Duty reforms, cemented by the 
continued uncertainty over Brexit. 
Among our offices, the increased cost of 
Stamp Duty remains one of the most 
commonly cited reasons inhibiting any 
decision to transact, more so than 
concern over any repercussions that may 
occur through leaving the EU. 

The most significant shift in the 
higher value regions has been that asking 
prices are being set at more conservative 
levels in order to attract sufficient 
interest. Due to the slower market, 
premiums have been harder to realise.
